REVIEW OF YHE PAST YEAR IN YHE | 
FAR EAST. : 


The snuiual , ‘meeting of the China. 
Association took place last montli at the 
P. & O. Offices, Leadenhall Street. 


In moving the adoption of the report’ 
and accounts, Mr. F. Anderson,. the, 
Chairman, said :—The past-year has been 
one of the ‘busiest on recotd; we have 
dealt with many matters affecting.

that.-if rad ing with Germans in. China 
were undesirable in the national’ in- 
terests, as. the Govefnment officially. de- 
élared it to be, it should be stopped; and 
the onl. vay to stop’ it was to make it 
definitely illegal. jo felt, that this 
couniry was blockading German trade 
with the definite object- of | shortening 
the war, that this action imposed a con- 
tinuous and very severe. strain on’ our 
Navy, that it was in German interests, 
that Germans should be in a position to 
carry on their trade, while our interest 
lay in having it stopped, . There could

PICTURE OF A DREADNOUGHT IN 
ACTION: 

In the series of articles on the Navy at 
war, written by Mr. Bernard Copple- 
stonz,. and published in’ the Cornhill 
Magazine -wnder the title of. “With the 
Grand Fleet,": there appears one which 
purports to tell how Licutenant Peter, 
Royal Mar’. ¢ Artillery, on night watch. 
ona super-Dreadnought battleship, sank 
a German destroyer.

SCANDAL, >: 


THE DELEGATES IN-THE MIXED 
COURT, SHANGHAL | ~ - 

Some interesting developments - took 
place at the. Mixed Court, Shanghai, on 
August 17th, in the hearing of the charges 
in connection with the large scizures of 
Yunnan opium and thé’ apprehension of 
men: alleged to be Yunnancse delogates, 
The accused are Sung Sze-gee, Wong 
Tsoh-tsun, alias Wong Tsob-ling, ‘Soong 
Woo-dong, Wong Tah-sah, Yih 
aub and Lee Tsong-lo. The first five de- 
fendants were first. charged with import- 
ing # large quantity of. opium into 
Shanghai, contrary to“ law, the six de- 
fendants were then charged with being 
in possession of illicit opium and: the 
sixth defendant was. charged separately 
with concealing opium improperly im- 
ported. : 2 

Mr, Musso appeared for the- ‘prosecu- 
tion on ‘behalf of the Chinese ‘Govern- 
ment, Mr. R. F,.C. Master for the 
Chinese Customs, and both counsel pro- 
secuted jointly on behalf of the Opium 
Combine, The defendants were various- 
ly represented by Messrs. Tavares, J. G. 
-Priestwood, G. H. Wright, and S. Feasen- 
den. : : + ae 

Mr, Musso after outlining the charges 
said that*he uppeared principally’. on; 
behalf of the- Chinese Government’ and he 


‘| was instructed to say that the Chinese 


Government welcomed a very stringent 
i -vestigation into the facts of the case. 
The Yunnan Province, -he said, bad 
been growing opium in. great ‘quantities 
and the production had been in excess of 
the consumption. Attempts had. been 
made to export the-opium to other Pro- 
vinees and.the Canton Provinee had been 
practically inundated with it, it being, 
a well-known fact that one of the prin- 
cipal yaméns contained 1,000 chests of 
Yunnan opium stored therein, The at- 
tempt was made some time ago to import 
the Yunnan opium into the Yangtsze 
ports and that made the officials concern- 
ed look with great interest at‘all orrivals 
from Yunnan. On August 7th informa- 
tion was conveyed to the officials of the 
Opium Combine that, a part of Yunnan- 
ese had arrived the previous Saturday, 
August. 5th, by a Messageries Maritimes 
steamer, and ‘that amongst the luggage 
of. the party there, were, 60 cases of 
Yunnan optum containing 10,000 -|b.. to 
the value of $1,300,000 or $1,400,000 
about. ; ae 
After detailing how several boxes: of 
opium were discovered at a native hotel, 
Mr. Musso continued :-— : 
The: next’ morning we: received in-. 
formation to the effeet that 40 cases of 
op‘um had Jeft the hotel between 6 and 
clock in the morning, that they had 
left-by gations were started at once with 
the result that the handeart coolie was 
traced and he led the party to 6 Rue 
Amira! Bueyle in the French .Coricession, 
where, he “stated, "he had’ unloaded ‘the 
boxes, - The assistance of the French 
Police was immediately sought; the pre- 
mises were searched and not a single box 
was found in it. So the clue was lost. 
However, investigations were prosecuted 
in the neéighbourhood and- information 
was obtained that thé boxes had been re- 
moved from the house hy means of motor- 
ears, Tho several garages. were then -look- 
ed for with the result that the garage 
whieh’ had. let out the motor-cars was 
logated and thé driver of one of the cars 
fonnd. He would be produecd as a wit- 
ness and he stated that the cases -had been 
remuved to a house in Chapei. Pike 
The place. being outside the jurisdic- 
tion of ‘the Settlement authurities, the 
Municipal Police dropped all connection 
with the matter. The-party then procced- 
ed to the city and obtained from the head- 
quarters of the police department, two 
police inspectors to aecompany them to 
chapei with instructions to search hduses 
which would be peinted out to them as 
containing opium. a 
THE TAOYIN’S YAMEN. . 
On reaching Chapei a visit was paid 
to the. local police station where the. 
assistance of about cight-or ten armed 
policemen was obtained and the party Jed 
by the driver proceeded to the premis:< 
they were in search of. The driver stop- 
ped in front.of the door of a certa'n 
building and said, ‘This is the plas 
where T have conveyed the cargy.”” And 
to, the great surprise of the party-it was 
found to be the Taoyine yamén. - In ¢on- 
sequence of that, there could not now be 
any more idea of searching the premise 
and the, policemen doubled back to the 
station. The allegation made at the 
time—this suggestiun—scemed. to. be so 
outrageous as to be incredible, and° in 
order to obtain the real state of affairs,. 
counse} himself entered the. yam€n look- 
img for the secretary to explain the mat- 
ter to him 3 - 7 
The chief secretary was about -and 
another official, who could speak English, 
was found and he gave counsel his per- 
sonal] assurance that there was no opium 
Inside the yamén. 
to those outside. So the clue as to the 
whereabouts of the boxes was lost for the 
second time. However, ‘investigations 
were made, which lasted about one aud a 
half hours-and ‘it yas then. ascertained 
that the boxes were in some house in the 
neighbourhood and that the house was 
empty:. it was then discovered that the 
only house’in the vicinity which. was’ 
empty was the other half of the building 
occupied by the Taoyin. Somehow or an- 
other the key. of these premises was ob- 
tained, the premises were entered—by 
this time the secretary to the Taoyin had 
arrived—and 20 cases which were subse- 
quently found to contain opium’ vere 
discovered. | 
The question of removal then came 
under consideration with the result that 
the chief of police in the city was‘appro- 
ached again, the matter was- explained 
fully to him and he agreed to the cases 
being removed to the Settlement. He so 
‘instructed an offoial of the police who 
accompanied the party and gave orders: 
to the lecal police to let the eases be re- 
moved- to the Gettlement, which was done 
by means of motor cars. An inspector 
of the Chapei police accompanied thé 
cases to-the Louza Police Station wheye 
they. were deposited, counted in his pre- 
sence, and a receipt was given to him

While both sides are losing heavily, our 
losses are much less than’ those of | the - 
enemy, who, I believe, are having inoreas- 
ing difficulty in’ filling ap the vacancies 
created in their ranks, though they -are 
constantly bringing up increasing num- 
vers of guns and machine-guns against 
us. The Russian losses, no'matter how. 

reat. they may be, need not be‘considered 

rom the military point of view, 2s -all 
the depéts are crowded with reserves, and 
such losses as we suffer are being filled up 
every few days. 
are plenty af rifles with apparently abun- 
dant ammunition in Russia, plus what. 
we have captured, which ‘may jbe extimat- 
ed at. above 300,000. 

RUSSIAN INFANTRY'S SUPERIORITY. 

T was yesterday on the battlefield wher 
the Germans: were turned out on the ‘pre: 
ceding night at the point of the bayonet. . 
The Iussians showed themselves utterly 
indifferent to losses or to German bhells, 
ard at one point_they forced a crossing 
of the Stokhod in face of the- concen- 
trated fire of eight German. hatteries, 

The difficulties. of observation here are 

reater even than in Poland, as aleng the 

tokhod the terrain is as flat as a board. 
There are no ridges, and the whole coun- 
try 1s a mass of marshes und woods, while 
such-roada as exist are. almost impassable, 
and utterly so for motor-cars. . 

Though I am with the corps, on the 
Stokhod, near Sokul, -it- is impossible, by 
reason of the noise of the guns.and burst- 
‘ing shells-and the smoke rolling up from 
burning villages, to form any impression 
of the progress of the fighting. The wea- 
ther is terrifically hot, with a scorching 
sun and # cloudless sky day after day, 
which is probamiy one reason why such 
huge numbers of prisoners were taken, ax 
the Austro-Germans werg so exhausted 
after the fighting that they made no effort 
to evade the Russians when their trenches ° 
were captured”. The Austrians “are 
erumbling up more every day, saying, 
© All is lost, why continue fighting? ’’ 

It is impossible to estimate how long 
the Germans will be able to hold the pre- 
sent line, but it seems "impossible that. 
such intense fighting can continue long. 
without their bresking -in whatever ray. 
prove to be. the weakest point in their 
ine. It is réportel that civilians in huge 
numbers and prisoners are working night 
and day preparing formidable defences
